` Chapter II. 


| " The Analysis of Simple Sentences. 


In the preceding chapter, it has been 
shown how to forma simple sentence, It 
would now be easy to show the parts of 

which а simple sentence is made up. This is 
called the Analysts of a sentence. 

In analysing a sentence— 

(1) Divide the sentence into two parts under 
the headings of Subject and Predicate. 

(2) Under the heading of Subject, mark the 
nominative or its equivalents and its 
enlargement. 

‚ (8) Under the heading of Predicate, mark the 


verb, its object and its complement, 
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together with the enlargement of the 
verb and of the object. Е
